Obseene Letters Through the

Guy L. Monlton, proprietor of the
steam dye worke, at The Dalles, was ar-
raigned in the United States district
court yesterday charged with barrowing
his wife, from whom be is separsted, by
sending ber lettars courhed in abuosive,
taunting Janguage, and. naming the
woman and her relatives in appellstions
not fit- for print. The trial was short,
the defendant pleading guilty and he
wae fined $10. The Oregonian today says:
““He looked pale snd disgusted, and
had evidently made op his miod that
the easiest way out of it was the best,
ag he waived reading of the complaint
and pleaded guilty. There must have
been some extenusting circumetances
connected with hie case, as the conrt im-
poeed a fine of only $10, which was paid.
Mr. Moolton will now give up corre-
sponding with the lady.™

Depaty Marshal Humphrey, who ar-
rested Moclton at The Dalles, tells the
Telegram this story of the prisoner’s
chagrio on finding himself in the mar-
shal’s presence.

The
whole party then fired into the band of
sheep, killing and wounding from 200 to
250 head, burned the camp outfit and
departed ; promising to return again if
the eheep were in that locality at a
given time.
